DETERMINED TO LEARN TRUTH. | 


President Said to Distrust All Local 
Sources of Information. 
Special to The New York Times. ' 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The selection 
of W. J. Calhoun, a Chicago lawyer, to 
investigate the asphalt situation in Ven- 
ezuela is said by officials here to mean 
that the President has become convinced 
that he cannot be sure of ascertaining the 
facts through the regular channels. 

The Bowen-Loomis controversey opened 
the President's eyes to the difficulty of 
obtaining correct information about af- 
fairs in Venezuela. To a considerable ex- 
tent he has relied upon the assurances of 
his old associate on the New York Police 
Board, Avery D. Andrews, who is now an 
offficial of the Asphalt Trust. He had 
never seriously doubted the representa- 
tions made by Ministers Rowen, Loomis, 
and Russell. i 

Now his confidence in all the regular 
means of securing information is _ seri- 
ously shaken, and he has determined to 
ascertain for himself exactly what the 
situation is. President Castro's attitude! 
has long been: flouted at here, but it is 
now beginning to strike some of the of- 
ficials, in view of the Bowen-Loomis reve- 
lations, that there may be some justifica- 
tion for it. 

There is a paragraph in the printed | 
evidence in the Bowen-Loomis case which | 
sheds a startling light on the extent to 
which the usual channels of information 
have been discredited.

The Japanese mission will be sungte- 
mented at Portsmouth by 'Mr.. Takahira, 
the other plenipotentiary; Commander 
Takeshita, the Naval Attaché at Wash- 
ington; Mr. Hanihara, Third Secretary of 
the legation here, and probably other of- 
ficials from the legation. 

Throughout the conference the Japan- 
ese legation will remain at Washington, 
with Mr. Hioki, First Secretary, in charge.

~The Common 


To restore personal liberty provided by the constitution and to prevent fur- 
ther oppression of the common people by organizations of either Labor or 
Capital, American Citizens have associated together under the name of the 
Citizens’ Industrial Ass’n of America. 

Every citizen, male or female, of legal age, is eligible to .membership. 

Branches are now being established in cities, villages and communities to 
the end that local conditions can be met, relying upon assistance from the Na- 
tional Ass’n when necessary. 

Great numbers of the common people suffer in purse, person and property 
by the oppressive acts of a comparatively smallynumber of citizens organized 
for selfish ends. A beef trust originally organized, perhaps, for defense against 
destructive competition, gains power and uses that power for oppression. Sim- 
ilar procedure marks the acts of Capital trusts of the various kinds; their real 
purpose being to force more money from the people than the natural laws of 
trade would permit. 

Given unrestrained power we would see, in the case of a beef or flour trust, 
people starved into submission. 

A Labor trust has grown up, originally intended for defense and benefit to 
its members, but, having gained power, we see that power used for the most 
grievous oppression of the people and often of its own members. 

The work of these trusts places before the people the facts in a clear light. 

They are organizations of the few, for the despoliation of the many. 

They are conducted for selfish purposes, in the interests of the members 
and opposed to the welfare of the public. 

These trusts include but a small proportion of the people, but so great is 
the power of united, organized action that we see the small minority rule 
the great majority and seriéusly to the detriment of the people at large. 
Therefore in the frequent clashes between capital and the labor trusts the citi- 
zens are subjected to numerous indignities and losses. 

The startling statement is made that while the fire losses in this country 
for one year were $140,006,484.00, the strike losses for the same period were 
$114,117,42.00. For the protection of the pedple and to save them from such 
enormous loss it is necessary to meet organization by counter organization. 
In the case of the labor trust we see about two million men organized to dic- 
tate to the balance of the 80 million citizens. The proportion is about 20 to 
780. The 20 are organized, the 780 are now organizing for protection. 

That protection will be insured, not necessarily by the destruction of either 
Capital or labor trusts, (Unions) but by the superios power of the Associations 
of Citizens to restrain and prevent overt acts of tyranny. 

The oppressive methods of the labor trusts have been particularly repre- 
hensible and dangerous. They order railway and trolley lines ‘tied up” and 
untold loss to citizens and communities results. They “ order” manufacturing 
industries closed, and boycott, picket, assault and murder, to. force obedience. 
They riot and attack other workmen when unloading perishable merchandise 
from cars ur ships. They stop the operation of mines and the prodiction of 


coal, copper, silver and gold, and at times dynamite and destroy the properties | 


and lives of other workmen. They disturb and stop the business operations of 
great cities, gather mobs in the streets, insult, assault and raurder citizens. 
They harass and interfere with owners, contractors and workmen on build- 
ings, public and private, resulting in the abandonment of proposed invest- 
ments and stenping the distribution of millions of dollars among the pegple. 
They threaten and intimidate citizens and public officials who decline to ey 
their “ orders.’ 
the courts from protecting the people. They endeavor to destroy the militia, 
oppose and attack the army, the police and other peace protectors of the citi- 
zens. They set fire to property, maim and murder and bring false testimony 
and perjury of their members to place the responsibility upon innocent’ per- 
sons, and when powerful enough they endeavor to prevent the: harvesting of 
crops from the vineyards and fields of our farmers. 

Their acts are employed to stop or destroy industries, subjecting the people 
and the country to untold losses and harm, and we see the operations of- this 


trust rob the citizen of his personal liberty, a heritage won by the fathers in | 


blood and which must not and will not be*surrendered by the sons upon com- 
mand of any organization seeking gain of money and power for the members 
of that trust alone as opposed to all other citizens. 

The power of this dangerous trust has been centred in the hands of a few 
leaders who frequently control operations to gather large sums of money for 
themselves. This power is so great that they override the wishes of the peace- 
able members of the unions and force4hem into idleness, with the alternative 
of being beaten or perhaps murdered. Literally thousands of upright Ameri- 
can citizens are forced to strike, associate with, be under control of the law- 
lees leaders and bear the odium of the iniquities, helpless to protect themselves 
or the principles of justice, manhood and freedom inherent in them. 


These conditions have become insufferable and demand relief. They point 
directly and clearly to a violent upheaval by the people to regain their liberties 
unless freedom can be won by peaceful means. To restore freedom peacefully, 
the citizens are compelled to act, and in order to act with effective power-they 
must organize for defence. This movement provides for a National Citizens’ 
Association, with local branches, known as Citizens ’Associations, to enroll the 
common people in each.city and village, including independent and union 
workmen, merchants, clerks, lawyers, manufacturers, doctors, ministers, farm- 
ers, bankers, professors and all other citizens who desire to protect their indus- 
tries and their private rights. Every individual is affected and is expected by 
his fellow-citizens to make a stand, either for the city and 8 people, or 
against the people and on the side of the trusts, with’their tyranny, oppres- 
sion, strikes, boycotting, hatred, rioting, destruction of property, assault and 
raurder, with-want ang misery thrust upon the people by stoppage ‘of in- 
dustry. 

The result of this work in cities now organized is shown to be as follows: 
When first proposed some merchants hesitate, fearing the punishment of boy- 
cott by the labor trust, thus showing-the condition of servility and abject fear 
into which they have been forced, but when they discover that the great mass 
of citizens, the 780 out of the 800, are organizing and taking to themselves 
the reins of power, chey see safety from any impotent effort at boycott by the 
2) out of the 80°. Again when all merchants are members of the Association 
the “unions” hb no one to boycott. In some cases one or two merchants 
have been unal! » overcome the old dread of their supposed masters, the 
labor trust, and have refused to join with the citizens. They quickly find

perity and personal liberty. Such aliens require the restraining hand of 
superior power to prevent them becoming dangerous. 

To the home-owning and right minded Union man the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation provides a haven of safety and comfort, for it puts forth the mighty 
hand of the public to prevent strikes and lockouts. It insists upon steady 
continuance of industry and the settlement of differences by appeal to.the 
executive committee of the local Association composed equally of workmen 
and employers. This committee will sift the facts while the work goes on 
peacefully,-the wages continue, the families are fed, the money continues to 
flow into the city and prosperity is uninterrupted. 

When a decision is reached after careful weighing of all the details, that 
decision will be made public as an expression of the community through 
their representatives. Thus public opinion, that absolute, ultimate ruler in 


|affairs of this republic, that greatest power we have, will be brought to bear 
| to settle differences, 


No trust either of capital or labor can long maintain 
oppressive methods when under the ban of public opinion. 
There will be cases where a labor union will not be upheld by the citizens 


committee and will refuse to accept the decision. No compulsion whatever will 
be used to force the members of that union to sell their labor lower than 
they think it worth; upon receipt of the adverse decision they can quit work 
and sell their labor elsewhere, leaving the manufacturer to the necessity of 
buying his labor where he can, But no interference whatever will be per- 
mitted either with the workmen who desire to sell their labor at the price the 
committee find to be reasonable, or with the employer in keeping his works 
running and his product selling. 

The slogan of the 780 is ‘‘no interference with any of our people in 
their usual methods of, earning a living,’’ and the 20 out of the 800 must 
obey. Again, the decision may be against the employer and he refuse to com- 
ply with it. No compulsory violence will be used to compel him to part 
with his money contrary to his right of personal liberty, but the powerful 
hand of public opinion of his neighbors\znd fellow citizens will ‘steadily and 
surely press him to the right or to give way to a more just employer. 

No trust or individual owners of trolley.,or street car lines shall lock out 
the men and stop the service the people have become accustomed to, based 
many of their investments in homes and otherwise upon, and acquired an 
actual vested right therein, nor shall any labor trust be permitted to rob 
the public of that service by stopping cars. 

No independent butcher shall be crushed out by the beef trust, and no oil 
dealer by the oil trust; no merchant, newspaper or public official shall be 
boycotted by the labor trust, for such acts of tyranny will be widely pro- 
claimed before the citizens and actual experience demonstrates beyond 
question that the tyranny is crushed.out. Let it be remembered that this 
mass movement of citizens does not contemplate nor advocate the abolition 
of capital trusts or of labor trusts (unions). Each seems a balance wheel 
for the other and peacefully and lawfully managed, they can be made to 
work for economy and protection to t eir members, but as now managed they 
both prey upon the unorganized great third party, the common people, 
found to be a rich field for loot. It seemed a natural step in evolution for 
trusts of capital and labor to organize. It is even more clearly an act of des- 
tiny and necessity that the common people organize for defense and that 
the superior organization rule, for justice and peace. 

Be it remembered that this National Association with its allied branches 
is not conducted in the interest of manufacturers, merchants, or labor unions, 
but solely in the interest of the common people. Its President, €. W. Post: 
Secretary, J. A. Emery, and Treasurer, A. C. Rosencranz, with a large ex- 
ecutive committee, are men with national reputations for fearless and un- 
purchasable integrity. The officers of each local branch’ are selected by the 
people from the most representative citizens in the town and all procedure 
conducted in an open manner that all may know of the acts, methods and 
reasons, 

How to organize. Let a few residents of this city appoint themsélves to 
act as a temporary committee to issue a call through the newspapers for a 
public meeting to organize a Citizens’ Association. 

It is not to be a labor union meeting or an employers’ meeting, but the 
members of each are earnestly requested to join with other citizens in the 
movement for industrial. peace with Aonor. 

When organized and officers elected, let the Secretary report to the Na- 
tional Association, which will supply constitution and by-laws and detailed 
instructions for procedure and how to meet conditions. 

Cities that have suffered from strikes will easily understand the pressing 

need for protection. Those that have escaped thus far may gather wisdom 
from the bitter experience of others and insure a continuance of peace, pros- 
perity and freedom by timely action. 
‘ The menace is widespread, is very real, is at our doors and may be ex- 
pected to break upon any unprotected community with scant notice. The 
union leaders are pressing hard and working all means to increase the mem- 
bership, in some notable cases the initiation fee of $10 has been reduced to 
$2. This activity would be commendable under right conditions, but under 
the present leaders and their well known methods, it points plainly to ‘cen« 
tralizing more power in their hands for selfish purposes to use union men 
as tools, as they have in the past and do now, It is absolutely certain that 
increased power under such leaders means increased tyranny over the 
common people. 

The infection is in the air, prevention is sure, effective and economical.

CHICAGO, July 11.—Rodney B. Swift, 
formerly head of the experimental de- 
partment of the McCormick branch of the 
International Harvester Company, filed a 
suit to-day against the company demand- 
ing an accounting. 


Swift’s connection with the company |

ent. In his bill, filed this afternoon, Swift, 
as a stockholder, not only demands an 
accounting from the company, but also

With my sister I attended the services in 
Christ Episcopal Church, Oyster Bay, my 
native village, on Sunday, and was much im- 
pressed with the modesty of the President. 

I had faith that he would attend if able to 
do so, and therefore expected to see him. 

I supposed that he with his family would 
occupy one of the most eligible and aristo- 
cratic pews in the church, but to my sur- 
prise, however, he entered the church quietly 
with his wife, youngest daughter, and Capt. 
Ferguson, and took his modest pew on the 
easterly side of the church—the wall alsle— 
four seats onlv from the rear. He wore a 
light-colored linen suit, appropriate for the 
weather, and Mrs. Roosevelt also was plainly 
and comfortably attired. 

The sermon, a missionary one, was by Bishop 
Knight of Cuba, who was anxious to receive 
contributions for building a cathedral in the 
island. While such sermons are not usually 
attractive, the President listened to it appar- 
ently with the greatest interest. 

The day was unusually warm,

The authority given the city to permit the 
erection of poles and wires over the street 
merely authorized the city to grant fran- 
chises, subject to the rights of abutting 
owners, and an electric light company ap- 
propriating any rights of such owner must 
make compensation. It therefore followed 
that trees standing on the edge of the 
sidewalk could not be cut down by an 
electric company without compensating 
the owner. Before the company could ac- 
quire the right to cut a tree it must show 
that such cutting was necessary, the mere 
convenience of removing the tree in erect- 
ing poles and wires not being enough to 
justify it in making the removal. This is |

ALBANY, July 11.—Not more than one

Fears the Catholic Ones Have Not | 
Public Confidence. 


PRAISES PARISH SCHOOLS | 


But Tells the Church Educational As- | 
sociation That Changed Times Re- 
quire Changed Methods. 


Archbishop Farley, addressing the sec- 
ond annual meeting of the Catholic Edu- | 
eational Association at the Cathedral 
College, Madison Avenue and Fifty-first 
Street, yesterday morning, said there was 
need of improvement in Catholic colleges 
to an extent that would inspire confidence 
in Catholic laymen in them.

The sharp breaks in practically all act- 
ive stocks yesterday constituted the

Within the first hour Union Pacific had 
dropped from 129 to 127, and Reading 
also had lost well over a point, but 
while Union Pacific’s lowest point of 
the day was only three-eighths further 
down Reading fell sharply, selling at 
104%, 2% points below its opening fig- 
ure.

Conditions Generally Favorable—Cot- 
ton in Some Districts Suffers. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Weather 
Bureau's weekly bulletin summarizes crop 
conditions as follows: 

In the districts east of the Rocky 
Mountains temperature conditions gener- 
ally were favorable, though rather cool 
in the Missouri Valley. 

The corn crop has experienced a week 
of very favorable conditions except in the 
Upper Missouri Valley. 

In portions of South Dakota and Minne- 
sota Spring wheat on low lands has suf- 


fered from overflows, but elsewhere the 
crop is in promising condition. Both stand- 
ing and harvested oats have suffered con- 
siderably from wet weather. 
In the Carolinas, Georgia, and Florida, 
over the greater part of Alabama, and in 
! Southern Mississippi, cotton has generally 
done well. Good growth is reported from 
the Central and Western districts, but 
much of the crop has suffered deteriora- 
tion, largely from lack of cultivation due 
to continuous heavy rains. In Tennessee, 
Northern Mississippi, and Louisiana fields 
have been abandoned to grass. The rank 
growth is more or less reported in all dis- 
tricts, except the Carolinas and Florida. 
Wet weather in Texas has favored the in- 
crease of boll weevils, which are also 
causing damage in Louisiana. 
The general condition of 
promising, though the crop is syffering 
for cultivation in Kentucky. With But few 
exceptions, a light apple crop is indicated. 
In New England and portions of the 
Middle Atlantic States much hay has been 
secured in good condition, but in the cen- 
tral valleys haying has progressed under 
disadvantages. On the Pacific Coast the 
weather has been very favorable for hay- 
ing.

“WON'T APPOINT A RECEIVER. 


Judge Lacombe Declines to Interfere 
with U. S. Bankers’ Corporation. 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States 
Circuit Court, handed down an opinion 
yesterday, in which he refused to Iinter- 
fere with the affairs of the United States 
Bankers’ Corp4ration or to appoint a re- 
ceiver to take charge of its business or 
assets, 

The application for a receiver was made 
by Hollis J. Parks, a stockholder, who 
alleged that the assets of the corporation, 
consisting of $20,000 in cash, were being 
dissipated, and that a receiver was neces- 
sary to protect the stockholders. Mr. 
Parks also asserted that the United States 
Bankers’ Corporation, formed ostensibly 
‘to purchase a controlling interest in trust 


gomenaies throughout the country, had 
failed to accomplish any of the purposes 
for which it had been organized. 

Affidavits showed that the holders of 
2,982 shares of the corporation’s stock 
joined with Mr. Parks in his application, 
while holders of 3,360 shares opposed it. 
Judge Lacombe declares that the State of 
Maine, which created the corporation, 
alone had power to dissolve it.

‘TO LICENSE CHAUFFEURS, TOO 


Aldermanic Suggestion That Autos 
Shall Have Two Numbers. 


Stringent measures for the regulation 
of automcbiles owned and operated with- 
in the city limits were proposed at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men'by Alderman Griffenhagen, who of- 
fered a resolution imposing entirely new 
conditions. 

Under the Griffenhagen resolution each 
motor car must have two certificates or 
one for the owner of the vehicle 
and the other for the chauffeur. Both 
be carried in the machine to 
rrevent chauffeurs taking out machines 
without’ the consent of the owners. Cer- 
tificates of owners are to be issued by the 
City Clerk, the chauffeur'’s licenses by 
the Bureau of Licenses on payment of a 
Thirty days 
are allowed after the passage of the ordi- 
nance for all owners and chauffeurs to 
get the certificates, - 

The numbers of both owners’ certifi- 
cates and chauffeurs’ licenses ‘must be 
displayed from the machines; and in each 
instance of arrest for exceeding the speed 
; limit the licenses will be indorsed, first, 
by the police officers and then by the

Any chauffeuf arrested for exceeding 
speed limit shall, on conviction, be 
suspended for thirty days from the privi- 
lege ,of running a car in the city limits.

suspension is the penalty for the third or 
eny subsequent offense. Likewise, own- 


ers must observe the suspension and after 


a conviction the owner's certificate is not 
to be returned to him until after the 
period of suspension.
